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Washington, Sept 25.— When the 
Schley court of inquiry reconvened at 
the navy yards there was general com* 
ment upon the fact that the seat 

which had been occupied from the be- 
ginning of the sittings by Judge Jero 
Wilson was vacant. He had endeared 
himself not only to the members of 
the court, but to all persons about th<i 
court, niul sorrow was shown on evfiy 
countenance. Comment upon hla sud- 
den taking off was very general 
throughout the court room. The buBi- 
B«lM of the court,, however, was 
promptly resumed at tue usual hour. 

In answer to a question, Admiral 
Schley stated that since the dtath of 
Judge Wlieon, Isidor Kaynor would be 
the leading counsel in hi^-- ca^u', assist- 
ed by Captain James Parker of New 
Jersey, and by M. A. Teague of Balti- 
more as an expert assistant. Mr. Rny- 
ner will continue the cross-eitainina- 
tiim of witiii'Kses as he has been doiii^ 
and the other men will continue in 
the feame capacity they occupied up 
to the time of Judge Wilson's death. 
Mr. Rayner stated that If It became 
necessary in the picpaiation or ali- 
Btracting of the volumnous doci!raen;.s 
in the case to employ assistant eo:jn- 
■el, or it he should be unavoidably ab- 
lent «t any time, proper arrangements 
will be made for that purpose. 
Maps of the Sea Fight. 

The wall baclt of the court was 
adorned with a chart on a large scale, 
showing the ground site of the battle 
off Santiago Juiy 3. The southern 
coast of Cuba in the vicinity of Santi- 
ago was plainly marked and the points 
at which the Spanish ships went to 
the bottom or to the shore were ail 
indicated in plain lettering. There 
were also a number of transparent 
charts standing about in the rear i.f 
the room and which were intended to 
illustrate the various phases of the 
Santiago campaign. All these had 
been prepared with a view of expeuu- 
ing the work of the court and all were 
on a large scale. The llrst witness 
was A. B. Claxton, the machinist ou 
board the Texas who had begun his 
testimony when the sittings of tli.- 
court were so abrubtly terminated by 
the death of Judge Wilson. Mr. Clax- 
ton said that July 23, 1898, he had 
been on duty in the engine room of 
the Texas. The engine indirator had 
called for full speed early in the 
morning, which had. within an hour 
after the beginning of the action been 
(hanged to "full speed astern." To 
his kowledge there had been no sig- 
nal for the reversal of the engines. He 
said that he had been excused from 
service in the machine room, but be 
still knew that the engines were re- 
versed about two minutes. Witness 
said the engine was stopped. 

"What was the next changL^ made 
in the indicator of the port engine of 
the Texas?" he wae aaxed. "Fall 
speed ahead." 

"What' was the next after that? 
"Theie was no oiher order given for 
Bouie time afterward." 

"When was a fuitln r signal receiv- 
ed by the indicator and what was the 
signal?" "Within the first hour of the 
engagement me direction was chang- 
ed tO| full speed astern." 

"Can you give an estimate of the 
time when the signal was given for 
full speed astern and how long afitr 
the beginning of the action " 1 
should say within tha flrst hour." 

Was there any other signal given 
during that watch within your knowl- 
edge for the port engine to reverse?" 
"There was none to my knowledge." 

"You were on duty in the port en 
gine room thrbafiMmt that day, were 
you notr "Offend on. air." 

Where else were you on duty, if 
anywhere, at that time?" "I waa ex- 
cused for a time on account of heat" 
heat" 

"As a matter of fact were the en- 
gines reversed?" "They were for 
about two minutes." Mr. Claxton waa 
not questioned by Mr Raynor. 
Rear Admiral Cotton Testifies. 

Rear Admiral Cotton, now com- 
mandant of the Norfolk navy yard, 
who commanded the auxiliary erulaer 
Harvard during the Spanish was, was 
the next witness. He told of meeting 
the "flying squauron" under Commo- 
dore Bchley off Santiago May 27, 18S8. 
and said that he delivered dispatches 
that day to Commodore Schley from 
Admiral Sampson and the navy de- 
partment. He said he boarded the 
Brooklyn about 10:30 o clock, .ae 
weather was then moderate and he 
had no diaculty In going aboard ibe 
Brooklyn from his boat He had worn 
hlf ijrord. 



"What conversation took place be- 
tween yourself and Admiral Schley?" 
asked CapUln Lemly. "It will be im- 
possible for me to state the entire con- 
versation," the wtnesa replied. "I was 
on board, generall speaking, from 
about 10:30 to about noon. The con- 
versation naturally covered a very 
wide range, the most important part 
of which was of course relatlfo to dia> 
patches I had delivered." 

"What was said about the dispatch 
ea?" "I delivered to Commodore 
Schley the original cipher in which 
the dippatches had been received by 
me at St. Nicholas Mole, together with 
translation of those dispatches' made 
by Lieutenant Beall of the Harvard. 
I handed them personally to him in 
his cabin in the order of their dale. 
He received them, read them and com- 
mented in a general way upon theh' 
purport; spoke of the difficulty he uad 
had In getting coal on board his chits 

at Cicnfuegos and subsequently tO the 
date of which 1 ai.i speaking. May 21, 
and said it had been an almost impos- 
sibility to get coal on board on ac- 
count of the weather. He questioned 
me relative to the practicability of 
coaling suips at St. Nicholas Mole and 
Gonaives channel. As to St. Nicholas 
Mole. I said: 'There is no questior. 
the small sliips can coal luerc. As to 
Gonaives channel, I know of no reason 
why you should not be able to coal 
there.' The commodore made i^me 
remarks upon my statements, the iar 
guage of which I do not recall, but le 
asked me: 'How about the iarse sl ip- 
at St. Nicholas Mole'.'" 1 said •Yt)\i 
can't coal your big ships there.' I bad 
special reference In my re^y to the 
battleships and protected orulseis of 
the Brooklyn and New York class. 1 
said, thinking of the fact that my own 
ship had been theie and was of some 
12.(t00 tons displacement and ne ■ 'y 
600 feet in length: 'Possibly unde.- 
favorable circumstances you might bo 
able to coal the large ships there one 
at a time, but the area of deep water 
for the anchorage of large sliips is so 
little there it was not practlca'i^le to 
coal at the very utmost more than one 
large ship at a time. In case the 
weather became bad she would Imtne- 
diately have to go to sea. I was anx- 
ious while I was there with the Har- 
vard, on acccimt of her size and I 
would have left at once in case bad 
weather had come on. As I remem- 
ber, I recollect no quallflcation as to 
OonalTaa channel." 

"Waa anything said at this time 
about going to Keyw e^'* for coal. ■He- 
turning to what I said with reference 
to the difficulty which Commodorj 
Bchley stated to me he had in getting 
coal on board the ships at Cienfuegos, 
he said he was very anxious. The 
coal supply waa getting short, ihc 
weather was bad and It had been bud 
almost continuously. It was a re 
seNous problem as to how or wheth«>r 
he could possibly get coal on boaid 
ships off Santiago. He said If be 
found tlie weather did not Improve 
and he found it impracticable to coui 
there he could only see one resort and 
that was be would be compoUod to re- 
turn to Keywest In order to supply 
his ships with coal. Having that ques- 
tion in view he was apprehensive, es- 
pecially as to one sliip, the Texas. IJe 
did not even know at that moment 
whether she bad on board sufficlont 
coal to enable here to return to Key- 
west. During my visit he gave an or- 
der to make a signal, a general signal 
as I remfniher not imiHei^ tu tli^ 
flying squadron alone, to report wlu ih- 
er the ships had suthcient coal to 
reach Keywest The signal was made, 
or at leaat I assume It was made. At 
all events during my presence with 
Commodore Schley he received a 
port to the effect that all bliijjs inc lui- 
ing the Texas had sufficient coal t'> 
return to Keywest I think the com- 
modore waa very much relieved when 
he recelred thla Information. Shortly 
afterward, I should say within a few 
minutes, he directed a signal to me 
made preparatory for tlie ships to re- 
turn to Keywest. The order was giv- 
•n in a general way. I cannot give 
the words of that order, but what I 
stated was their purport" 

Official Dispatches. 
In response to further questions. Ad- 
miral Cotton said that he had the or- 
iginal traaalationa oC the cipher dis- 
patches addresaed to th« Harrard. 

The dispatch of May II Wit thMI road 

to him as follows: 

"Washington, May 25, 1898.— Har 
Tard. St Nicholas Mole. Hayti.— Pro- 
caed at once and Inform Bchley and 
also senior officer present off Santiago 
as follows: All department's Informa- 
tion Indicate Spanish squadron is still 
at Santiago. The department looks to 
jron to aacertala ffeots and that the 
enemy, if theratn, doaa not leavo with- 
out a decisive aetlon. Cubans famil- 
iar with Santiago say there are land- 
ing places five or six nautical miles 
west from the mouth of harbor and 
that tbaro InaurgenU wlU probably be 
fonnd and not the Bpaalah. From the 
surrounding heights can be seen eTcry 
vessel in port. As soon as ascertain- 
ed, notify the department whether en- 
emy is there. Could not squadron and 
•lao tho Hanrard coal from Merrlmac 
lOfward ot Qrui. Oonalves chan- 



nel or Mole, Haytl? The department 
will send coal Immediately to Molo 
Report without delay situation at San- 
tiago. Cuba. (Signed) Long " 

Mr. Rayntr called attention to .he 
fact that there were some mate ill 
changes In the dlspatchea aa printed 
In the official reporta by the navy de- 
partment 

Admiral Schley's reply to these dis- 
patches, dated May 29. in which he 
said he could not obey the orders of 
the department was then read and Mr 
Raynor pointed out various changc» < 
the language of the dispatches as 
printed in the official report He ad- 
dressed the court briefly concerning 
these changes. He said that Admiral 
Schley had spoken of the weather as 
"boisterous" and that word had b.en 
omitted from the printed copy of the 
dispatches. He also stated vuat where- 
as the admiral had said that 9,bu^l tons 
of coal would ie necessary the printe'l 
copy made It 10.(i(i(i tons. It was also 
stated In the original that the Har- 
vard was going to Port Royal, where- 
as Kingston had been inserted in tiie 
printed copy. There also were other 
changes. 

Following Is the text of the original 
dispatch sent to me navy department 
by Commodore Scnley: "Receive d 
dispatch of May L'C l)y Harvard off 
Santiago de Cuba. Merrlmac's engine 
is disabled and she is helpless; am 
obliged to have her towed to Keywest 
Have been absolutely unable to coal 
the revas. Marl)Ieliead. Vixen and 
BruoS4iyn from collier owing to very 

lough seas and boisterous weather 
since leaving Keywest. Brooklyn is 
the only one in squadron having more 
than sufficient coal to reach Keywest. 
Impossible to remain off S.iiuiaKo i.i 
pres( nt state of coal account of sqaad- 
ron. Not possible to coal leeward of 
Cape Crus in summer owing to south- 
west winds. Harvard just reports to 
me she has only coal enough to reach 
Jamaica and she will proceed to I'o; t 
Royal; also reports only small vessels 
could coal at Gonaives or Mole. Hay- 
ti. Minneapolis has only coal enough 
to reach Keywest and same of Yale, 
which will tow Mernmac It is tr be 
regretted that departnuiit s oicie r? 
cannot he obeyed, earnestly as wi 
have all striven to that end. 1 am 
forced to return to Keywest via Yuca 
tan channel for coal. Can ascertain 
nothing concerning enemy. Wa; 
obligod to send Eagle to Pert Anton!.' 
Jamaica, yesterday a? she had onl> 
27 tons of coal on board. Will leave 
St. Paul here. Will require 9,500 tons 
of coal at Keywest" 

Admiral Cotton related a conversa- 
tion he had with Admiral Schley con 
cernint; a proposition of Lieutenant 
Ueali of the Harvard to go ashore and 
put himself in communication with 
the Cuban insurgents. He could not. 
be said, recall the exact words of the 
conversation, but at all events Mv. 
Beall bad not been ordered ashore. 

Judge Advotate Lemley tlien asked 
"After you bad delivered liie order, 
and prior to the dispatch which he 
delivered to you to be sent to Kings- 
ton, what efforta did he make to locate 
Cervera's fleet, to your knowledge?" 

"None,to my knowledge." 

"Referring to that phrase in the dis- 
patch: 'The department looks to you 
to ascertain ti^e facts that the enemy, 
if there, does not leave without a de- 
cisive action,' what within your 
knowledge did Commodore t^f hley do 
in ol)edience to ihese instrue tions?" 

".Volhicg to my kiiciw ic^gt'. ' 

"Did he with his scjuaUroa at that 
time approach Santiago'.' ' 

"He did not I will qualify that to 
this extent The vessels, of course, 
were not at anchor; they were movin:: 
about, but there were no Indicatio.i;: 
of a movement toward the harbor of 
Santiago. ' 

After some further minor interroga- 
tories Judge AUvocate Lemley started 
to read dispatches received by Admiiai 
Cotton from Admiral ttcblay, deiivereu 
by the Scorpion. 

Mr. Kaynor objected to the rea.ling 
of these dispatches unless Aumirui 
Sampsou's dispatch. No. T, to Admiiui 
fichley should also be read, as, he 
aaM. "Admiral Schley's orders were 
baaed on thAt" 

At tnis point Captain Parker re- 
marked that this dispatch would not 
be found. To this remaik Captain 
Lemly took exceptions, saying thai 
it was out of place 'tor counsel to maKfc 
such comment Admiral Dewey aus- 
uined the objection. 

The order of Admiral Sampson, 
whicn is a letter known as tlie "Dear 
Schley" letter, was then read. 
Cotton Cresa-Bxamined. 

During the cross-examination by Mr. 
Kaynor court recessed for luncheon, 
after which the cross-examiuation c on- 
tinued, but developed nothing of addi- 
tional importance. 

Mr. Raynor catied the admiral's at- 
tention to the fact that one of the dis- 
patches which he uad saiu he deliver^ 
ered May 27 had been dated at Wash- 
ington as of that day 'I'liis is the dis- 
patch la which Secretary Long had 
instructed tte commander as to the 
Importance of determining expUcity 
whether Cervera's fleet was' in San- 
tiago harbor. The admiral said that 
If he bad said this dispatch was de- 



llTered May 'M he had made a mistake 
—that It was delivered May 31, after 
his return from Kingston. Mr. Ray- 
ner attempted to haye Admiral Cotton 
say his conversaiion with Admiral 
Schley concerning Lieutenant Beall s 
proposition to go ashore and commu- 
nicate with the instirgpnts had oc- 
curred May 31 instead of May 27. Wit- 
ness said this might possibly be the 
case, but that to his best recollection 
the conraraatlon occurred May 27. Mr. 
Rayner explained that May 31, Ad- 
miral Schley sent another man ashore 
to communicate with the Cubanp. 
which would explain Admiral Schley's 
declination of Lieutenant Beall's pro 
position to send a man asnore. 

Captain William C. Wise of the 
auxiliary cruiser Yale followed Admir- 
al Cotton, and was on the stanu when 
court recessed till morning;
